®PPESS) Our Commiſſioner for this Our Ancient Kingdom, and for Subverſion of Our Government and Kingdoms 3 And foraſmuch as We have 
| received Information upon Oath, that James Duke of Bucclengh and Monmonth, and Ford Lord Gray of Wark, Sir Thomas Armeſtrong 
Knight, Mr. Robert Ferguſon, a Phantical Preacher, and notorious Traitor, a Native of this Our Kingdom, now anIndweller in Ezglard, Collonel John 
Aumſuy, Richard Rumbold Maltſter, Richard Nelthorp Eſquire, Edward Wade Gentleman, Richard Goodenough Gentleman, Captain Walecoar, William 
Thompſon, James Burtone, and William Hone Joiner, Subje&ts of that Our Kingdom of England, with divers other Wicked and Deſperate Perſons, 
have moſt Traiteroufly Confpired together for this effe&, and for that end have had ſeveral Treaſonable Conſultations, to provide Arms, to Levy 
Men; and to make an Inſurrefion in Our Kingdom of England: And we underſtanding that the ſaid Conſpirators are fled, and haveleft their Ha- 
bitations to avoid the Juſtice of Our Laws, and the Puniſhment due to ſuch a Horrid and Execrable Treaſon; And the conſidering that the faid 
James Dnke of Bucclengh, and ſome other of the forenamed Conſpirators, may retire unto, and lurk in this Our Ancient Kingdom 3 Do there- 
tore with Advice of Our Privy Council, Require and Command the ſaid James Duke of Bucclugh and Monmouth, Ford Lord Gr.:y, Sir Thomas 
| Armeſtrong, Mr. Robert Ferguſon, Collonel John Eumſiy, Richard Rumbold, Richard Nelthorp, Edward Wade, Richard Goodenough, Captain Walecoat, 
» William Thompſon, James Burtone, ard Willizz: Hone, if they or any of them have retired unto, or ſhall come into this Kingdom, forthwith to 
_ render themſelves to ſome of Our Privy Counci), Sheriffs Stewarts, ' or other Judges and Magiſtrates, that they may be Tryed, and proceeded 
againſt according to Law. And We Command and Charge all Sheriffs, Stewarts, Baillies, Juſtices of Peace, Magiſtrates of Burghs, and all oiher 
Judges and Magiſtrates, and. the Officers of Our forces, and all Onr Subjets what ſomever, tomake diligent ſcarch and inquiry after the ſaids Con- 
ſpirators and Traitors, in all places where they may be ſulpe&ed to lurk cr abſcond, and if they ſhali happen to apprehend any of them, or if any of 
theſe Conſpirators ſhall Render themſelves, We ſtridtly Charge them to commit the Perſon, or Perſons to apprehended to fare Priſ-n, and preſently 
toinform Our Privy Council of their being apprehended ; And for this end, We with Advice foreſaid, Do hereby Require and Command all Our 
forefaids Judges, Officers and Subje<&ts, to inquire and ſearch, if theſe Corſpirators, or any other of Our Engliſh Subjects, have lately come, or ſhall 
come into this Our Kingdom, and to cauſe them to be immediately ſeized and and ſecured, till they be Examined ; and Our Privy Council informed 
Foncerning them 3 Certifying all ſuch Perſons, as after this Our Proclamation, ſhall directly or indirectly Conceal, Reſflet, Harbour, or Maintain 
the ſajds Traiterous Conſpirators. Or any of them, or ſhall either contrive or connive at any Means, whereby they, or any of them may Eſcape from 
being taken, andpreſented to Juſtic2 or ſhall not give due and timeous information, and advertiſement to Our Privy Council, or Our other Judges and 
Magiſtrates, concerning their lurking Places, Conceallers, Harbourers, Reſletteers, . Intercommuners, or Conaivers, that they ſhall be prozeeded 
againlt as being Art and Part in, and Abetters of this Execrable Conſpiracy and Treaſon, according to the utrermoſt ſeverity of Law: And We De- 
clare, that whoſoever ſhall D:ſcover the foreſaids Conſpirators or any of them, and ſhall cauſe them, or any of them to be Taken and Apprehended, 
and broughtin to any of our Judges, or Officers foreſaids, ſhall have a Reward of five hundred pounds 8rerlirg, for each of the four Perſons firſt na- 
med inthis Our Proclamation, and of one hundred Pounds $terling for each of the other Perfons therein mentioned, to be paid to him or them, in 
Recompence of fo good and acceptable Service. And for the more eff-&ual Proſecution hereof, We hereby _—_— and Command all Our Sheriffs, 
Baillies of Regallities, and S:ewarts of Stewarties, onthe Eaſt, Weſt, and middle Marches, of this Our Kingdom, and within the Shires of Arg3le, 
Air, Dumbarton, and Inverneſs, as alſo all ColleCors and their Deputs, Cuſtomers and Waters, immediately upon ſight hereof, not only to inquire 
for, but to ſeize the Perſons of any Frgliſhman who hath come into this Kingdom, from, and fince the twencieth day of Juxe laſt, or who ſhall here- 
| after come intothe ſame before the firſt of Auguft next, who cannot give a good account of themſelves or their Afﬀairs, who are to Require Concur- 
rence of all Our Leidges, inthe Execution hereof, and they areto give the ſme as they will be anſwerable at thcir higheſt peril : As alſo, We ſtrictly 
Require Our Vice Admiral, and all in Office under him, and all Sheriffs, Baillies, Stewarts» Magiſtrates of Burghs, Juſtices of Peace, and all. 
Cuſtomers, Surveyers and Waiters, and all Our other Subjefts, to Search all Ships and Veſſels, which ſhall come upon the Coaſts of this Kingdom, 
- or Ifles belonging thereto, and toſeize all ſuch Perſons. Strangers or Natives, who ſhall not make it appear by clear Evidence, that they are come 
- upon the account of Trade allznerly, and to acquaint Our Privy Council from time to time, that they may receive their furder thereanent : As like. 
wiſe, to ſearch all ſuch Veſltls or Ships for Arms, Ammunition, and other Warlike Proviſions, and for Treaſonable or Seditious Papers or Letters, 
and where any ſuch is found, to ſecure the Ships, Men and Goods, till Our Council be made acquainted therewith , and their Commands known 
.' * thereanent. And further, We Prohibite all Maſters of Ships to ſet Sail with their Ships, from any Port ofthis Kingdom, before they firſt give inupon 
Oath, aLiſt of all their Seamen, and other Paſſengers, to the ordioar Magiſt:ates, or Cuſtomers timouſly, at leaſt 48. hours at the Ports before they 
'- Sail, under thepainof Confiſcation of the Ship and Goods, of ſuch Maſters as ſhall Tranſport aty other, then ſuch as are mentioned 1n the ſaid Lift, 
- or anyof any other Name, then as they are deſigned in the ſaid Liſt, beſides what other puniſhment Our Council ſhall think fit to inflicts and if any of 
t—theſe contained in theſe Liſts appear to be ſuſpitious Perſons, the ordinar Magiſtrat upon the place, or Cuſtomers, Collettors, their Deputs, Surveyors 
and Waiters, are hereby Commanded to ſecure ſuch Perſons, and to inform the Magiſtrates of the Burghs, or the Sheriffs of the Shire, within which 
{  theſaids Ships ſhall happen to be. Andthat Our Will aud Pleaſure herein may be publiſhed and made known to all Our good and loving Subjetts. 
' . Our Will is, and We charge yon ſtraitly and-Command, that incontinent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſſe to the Mercat Croſle of Edinburgh, and 
ſeveral Mercat Crofles of the Head Burghs of thisgOur Kingdom, and other places needful, and thereat, in our Name and Authority, by open Procla- 
mttiou, make publication of the Premiſles, that exa&t Obedience may be given thereto, and none may pretend Ignorance. .
